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PRESIDENT'S    REPORT 

To  the  Trustees  of  The  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of 
Industrial  Art: 

Your  President  presents  the  following  Report : 

THE    MUSEUM 

In  the  death  of  its  Director,  Dr.  Edwin  A.  Barber,  the 
Museum  lost  a  wise,  energetic  and  most  valuable  man,  and  one 
most  difficult  to  replace.  It  is  doubtful  if  his  place  can  be  filled  in 
the  all-round  efficient  manner  which  Dr.  Barber  exercised.  His 
fifteen  years  of  service  had  fitted  him  in  a  very  superior  way  to 
execute  the  duties  of  his  office  and  to  make  him  the  complete  head 
of  this  Department. 

He  was  faithful  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  throughout 
his  official  connection  and  we  desire  to  show  our  high  appreciation 
of  his  worth. 

The  Report  of  the  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Museum  records 
the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Museum  Committee  and  cites  the 
work  accomplished  during  the  year. 

THE    PRINCIPAL'S    REPORT    OF    THE    SCHOOL 

This  shows  the  number  of  students  for  the  past  school  year 
to  aggregate  1322,  as  compared  with  1251  for  the  year  ending 
May  31,  1916. 

The  Report  is  so  complete  in  itself  in  dealing  with  the  work 
accomplished  and  with  the  exhibits  of  the  students'  work  and  the 
efforts  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  supporting  it  that  little 
more  may  be  said.  It  shows  the  gradual  progress  of  our  Educa- 
tional work  and  leads  up  to  the  proposed  movement  changing  the 
location  of  the  School  to  the  Parkway.  It  discusses  the  value  of 
the  proposed  change  and  presents  the  phases  of  the  possible 
removal  in  a  most  interesting  manner  for  the  consideration  of 
our  patrons  and  the  public. 
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THE    SCHOOLS 

have  made  their  usual  record  for  efficiency  and  progress. 
Both  Art  and  Textile  Departments  have  been  called  upon  to 
accommodate  an  unprecedented  number  of  students,  and  their 
facilities  have  been  taxed  to  the  utmost.  The  Directors  and 
teachers  have  met  the  problem  in  the  best  of  spirit  and  have  been 
rewarded  with  fine  results.  It  is  certain  that  the  Schools  are 
most  efficient. 

The  demands  of  the  War  have  emphasized  in  a  peculiar  way 
the  great  necessity  and  great  value  of  our  Textile  Department. 
The  United  States  Government  has  called  upon  and  taken  at 
least  sixty  of  our  students  for  inspectors  of  fabrics  used  by  the 
Military.  These  men  have  most  responsible  positions,  but  as  they 
are  unusually  competent  for  this  work  the  best  results  may  be 
expected. 

The  following  article  is  from  the  editorial  page  of  the 
Public  Ledger,  May  29,  1917,  and  is  introduced  here  to  preserve 
it  among  our  archives.  It  shows  a  healthy  grasp  of  the  situation 
and  comes  entirely  unsolicited.     The  article  is  headed : 

"Make  It  a  Great  Textile  School 

"As  the  School  year  of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of 
Industrial  Art  comes  to  a  close  with  the  prospect  that  the  War  will 
affect  its  immediate  future,  as  it  has  all  the  other  schools  and  colleges 
of  the  country,  the  fact  that  the  School  is  looking  broadly  to  the 
future  with  full  courage  and  is  already  planning  what  it  shall  do  when 
it  gets  on  the  Parkway  at  the  foot  of  Fairmount  is  a  matter  that 
should  not  be  overlooked  by  the  business  and  manufacturing  world 
of  Philadelphia,  for  it  is  of  far-reaching  significance.  Moreover,  if 
ever  any  school  needed  the  most  generous  co-operation,  the  most  en- 
thusiastic support  by  the  manufacturer,  it  is  the  School  of  Industrial 
Art,  and,  particularly,  its  textile  department. 

"Indeed,  if  we  are  to  profit  in  any  definite,  determining  degree 
through  the  lessons  of  the  War;  if  we  are  to  take  advantage  of  our 
opportunities,  we  must  base  our  manufacturing  supremacy  on  the 
technical  skill  of  our  textile  and  industrial  specialists.  It  is  all  very 
well  to  be  independent  of  Germany  in  the  matter  of  dyes,  but  we 
must  be  independent  all  along  the  line.  And  we  can  not  be  indepen- 
dent industrially  unless  the  output  of  trained  experts  from  such  a 
school  as  the  textile  school  is  largely  increased,  not  only  to  make  up 
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for  any  possible  depletion  of  skilled  designers  and  technicians  through 
the  effects  of  the  War,  but  to  anticipate  the  increased  demand  for  the 
services  of  a  greater  number  of  specialists  when  we  are  again  in  world 
competition  with  all  the  outside  countries  after  the  War  is   over. 

"The  step  taken  by  the  School  of  Industrial  Art  is,  therefore,  the 
most  significant  since  its  foundation  in  the  Centennial  year  of  1876. 
But  the  step  will  not  realize  all  that  it  should  for  the  future  suprem- 
acy of  Philadelphia  as  the  real  textile  center  of  the  country  unless 
the  School  be  supported  and  enlarged  and  given  the  resources  that 
will  enable  it  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  hour,  which  are  not  going 
to  be  less,  but  more  complex  and  more  definite  in  the  matter  of  the 
demand  for  technical  proficiency  in  connection  with  all  our  industrial 
output  than  ever  before.  To  pride  oneself  on  this  city  being  the 
greatest  manufacturing  center  in  the  world  and  not  to  see  that  the 
manufacturers  must  insist  on  its  being  the  greatest  educational  center 
in  the  matter  of  the  applied  arts  as  well,  is  a  false  and  weak  pride. 
So,  even  with  the  War  before  us,  the  city  is  under  special  obligation 
to  the  School  of  Industrial  Art  in  that  it  is  reaching  out  to  save  the 
situation  industrially.  And  this  move  calls  for  the  most  absolute 
support  and  co-operation  between  city  and  School  and  the  industrial 
community  that  any  institution  has  ever  received  if  we  really  want 
to  be  industrially  and  artistically  independent." 

REPORT    OF    THE    ASSOCIATE    COMMITTEE 
.      OF    WOMEN 

shows  very  active  work  performed  by  them  during  the  year.  It 
also  discloses  the  oversight,  care  and  great  interest  they  have  in 
the  progress  of  its  affairs.  The  School  and  Museum  have  been 
objects  for  their  consideration  and  both  have  greatly  benefited  by 
their  activity.  They  have  established  the  first  fellowship  the 
School  has  ever  enjoyed  and  from  their  entertainment  at  the 
Bellevue-Stratford  added  $1000.00  to  the  Museum  treasury; 
$300.00  each  to  the  Art  and  Textile  Departments,  and  $500.00  to 
the  League  House  Fund. 

THE   LEAGUE   HOUSE 

Fund  is  maintained  by  the  efforts  of  the  Associate  Committee  of 
Women  and  is  a  most  valuable  adjunct  of  the  School.  The 
management  is  thorough  and  complete.     It  provides  a  pleasant 
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and  cheerful  home  for  students  from  a  distance  and  surrounds 
them  with  all  the  care  necessary  to  its  welfare,  while  furnishing 
all  the  privileges  necessary  to  a  delightful  home  life.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUSEUM 

In  the  death  of  Dr.  Edwin  AtLee  Barber,  which  occurred 
on  December  12,  1916,  a  period  in  the  history  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Museum  was  closed,  which,  in  many  respects  may  be  regarded 
as  prosperous,  if  uneventful. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Museum  Committee  held  on  January 
2,  1917,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  embodying  the 
feelings  of  Dr.  Barber's  co-workers  and  associates,  and  their 
appreciation  of  his  services  : 

''Whereas,  In  the  death  of  Dr.  Edwin  AtLee  Barber,  which 
occurred  on  December  12,  1916,  the  Museum  has  lost  a  most  valuable 
officer;  and 

"Whereas,  In  the  fifteen  years  of  his  service  as  Director  of  the 
Museum  and  Secretary  of  the  Corporation,  he  showed  himself  scrupu- 
lously accurate  in  his  work,  and  gave  his  entire  time  and  such 
acquirements  as  he  possessed  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  devoting 
himself  especially  to  the  department  of  English  and  American 
ceramics,  of  which  he  had  made  a  special  study,  giving  much  of  his 
attention  to  Mexican  maiolica,  Pennsylvania-Dutch,  and  German  and 
English  manufactures ;  and 

"Whereas,  Methodical  in  his  habits  and  sincerely  devoted  to  his 
trust,  with  no  desire  other  than  a  single-minded  pursuit  of  his 
chosen  work  as  collector  and  curator,  the  institution  of  which  he  was 
the  head  proceeded  safely  and  quietly,  under  his  guidance,  along  the 
lines  marked  for  its  development ;  therefore,  be  it 
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"Resolved,  That  we,  his  colleagues  who  have  been  associated  with 
him  for  many  years,  deeply  deplore  his  removal  from  our  midst, 
feeling  that  his  place  cannot  readily  be  filled,  and  that  in  his  death 
the  Institution  has  met  with  a  grievous  loss.     Also  be  it 

"Resolved  That  we  wish  to  extend  the  expression  of  our  most 
profound  sympathy  to  his  widow  and  daughter  in  their  great  sorrow, 
and  that  the  Acting  Secretary  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to  spread 
these  resolutions  at  length  upon  the  minutes  of  this  meeting,  and  to 
send  a  copy  thereof  to  Mrs.  Barber." 

At  the  time  of  Dr.  Barber's  death,  the  loan  exhibition  of 
English  and  American  furniture  of  the  seventeenth,  eighteenth, 
and  early  nineteenth  centuries  held  at  the  Museum  in  November, 
had  just  come  to  a  close,  and  the  returning  of  the  loans  already 
was  well  under  way.  This  exhibition,  the  last  undertaken  by 
Dr.  Barber  as  Director,  had  been  a  most  successful  one  and  had 
attracted  much  attention  among  connoisseurs.  The  last  loaned 
pieces  were  returned  on  January  6th,  without  perceptible  damage 
to  any  object  loaned. 

SPECIAL    EXHIBITIONS 

Soon  after  the  close  of  this  exhibition,  another  was  planned 
— this  time  of  English  and  American  silver  of  the  same  periods. 
Invitations  to  exhibit  were  sent  out  to  all  who  were  known  to 
possess  notable  silver,  and  the  response  was  truly  remarkable, 
especially  if  one  takes  into  consideration  the  uncertainties  that 
just  then  were  created  by  the  entrance  of  the  United  States  in 
the  war.  Extra  precautions  were  taken  to  guard  the  building, 
and  the  thanks  of  the  Museum  are  due  to  the  Park  Commission 
for  the  splendid  spirit  of  co-operation  with  which  it  looked  after 
the  security  of  the  Museum's  collections  during  the  entire  month. 
A  superb  display  of  rare  old  silver  both  historical  and  artistic 
was  the  result,  and  in  point  of  numbers,  the  exhibition  proved 
one  of  the  most  successful  that  ever  had  been  held.  It  closed 
on  June  4th,  when  the  loans  were  returned  without  loss  or 
damage.  It  attracted  considerable  attention  among  collectors 
and  jewelers,  as  well  as  among  the  general  public. 
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RECEPTIONS 

On  the  opening  day  of  each  of  the  above  mentioned  exhibi- 
tions, a  reception  was  given  to  which  were  invited  the  friends 
of  the  Museum,  and  the  exhibitors.  On  both  occasions  the 
response  was  most  cordial  and  on  May  9th  the  assemblage 
gathered  together  at  Memorial  Hall  was  remarkable  for  the 
unusual  number  of  representative  people  present.  The  conclusion 
of  the  acting  director  in  charge  is  that  these  exhibitions  are  of 
the  greatest  value  in  bringing  to  bear  on  the  work  of  the  Museum 
the  friendly  interest  of  the  intelligent  community,  and  that  they 
were  wonderfully  worth  while. 

ATTENDANCE 

During  the  calendar  year  1916  the  total  number  of  admis- 
sions to  the  Museum  was  339,430,  as  against  320,318  for  1915. 
For  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  31,  1917,  however,  the  attendance 
aggregated  318,471.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

Presented  at  the  Close  of  the  Fortieth  School  Year, 
May  31,  1917 

Measured  by  either  numerical  or  proficiency  standards  the 
growth  of  the  School  continues  to  be  quite  as  satisfactory  as 
that  which  has  been  noted  in  any  previous  year  of  its  history. 
In  spite  of  the  fact  announced  in  the  report  last  year  that  the 
limit  of  our  present  accommodations  had  been  reached,  places 
have  somehow  been  found  for  seventy-one  more  students  this 
year.  The  report  of  the  Registrar,  which  is  appended,  shows  an 
aggregate  enrollment  of  1322,  (of  which  number  796  are  men, 
and  526  are  women,)  as  compared  with  1251  for  the  year  ending 
May  31,  1916. 

The  graduating  class  of  55,  of  whom  35  were  in  the  School 
of  Applied  Art,  and  20  in  the  Textile  School,  was  also  larger 
than  any  of  its  predecessors,  and  the  quality  of  the  work  accom- 
plished, measured  either  by  the  main  exhibition  which  marks 
the  close  of  the  school  year,  or  by  the  numerous  displays  of 
students'  work,  of  which  an  unbroken  succession  is  maintained 
throughout  the  year,  will  certainly  compare  very  favorably  with 
that  produced  in  any  previous  year.

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The  alterations  and  repairs  to  the  School  building",  to  the 
need  of  which  attention  is  regularly  called  in  these  reports,  have 
been  made  from  time  to  time  as  completely  and  thoroughly  as 
the  circumstances  would  seem  to  warrant,  but  have  only  empha- 
sized, after  all,  the  needs  of  an  institution  that  has  far  outgrown 
its  present  quarters  and  is  quite  ready  for  the  removal  to  a  more 
spacious  location  which  has  for  some  years  been  contemplated, 
and  which  has  now  become  an  assured  reality  since  the  assign- 
ment by  the  city  authorities  of  the  excellent  and  ample  site  for 
a  new  building  on  the  Parkway.  Not  since  1876,  when  it  was 
organized  to  give  effect  to  the  lesson  of  American  educational 
unpreparedness  which  was  taught  by  the  Centennial  Exposition, 
has  so  momentous  a  step  been  taken  by  this  institution  as  the 
decision  to  erect  for  the  use  of  its  educational  departments  a 
building  that  shall  not  only  furnish  adequate  facilities  for  the 
work  of  the  School  but  shall,  by  its  location,  and  by  the  character 
of  its  architecture,  worthily  express  the  dignity  and  extent  of 
the  service  it  renders  to  the  community.  It  is  impossible  to 
overestimate  the  significance  to  the  future  of  the  city  of  the 
construction  of  the  Parkway,  the  central  and  dominant  feature 
of  which  magnificent  civic  improvement,  the  most  important 
that  has  ever  been  undertaken  by  any  American  city,  is  the 
creation  of  a  veritable  art  centre  by  grouping  at  its  head  the  most 
important  art  institutions  of  the  city,  the  great  Municipal  Art 
Gallery  to  be  built  on  the  site  of  the  old  reservoir,  forming  the 
centre  of  the  group. 

The  School  of  Industrial  Art  and  the  Academy  of  the  Fine 
Arts  will  occupy  opposite  sides  of  the  plaza  in  which  the  Parkway 
will  terminate  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  on  which  the  Museum  will 
stand.  The  site  to  be  occupied  by  this  School  was  definitely 
granted  for  this  purpose  by  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount 
Park  on  December  13,  1916.  It  lies  to  the  southwest  of  the 
Parkway,  on  which  it  has  a  frontage  of  some  600  feet,  and 
extends  to  Schuylkill  Avenue  which  will,  when  the  plans  for  the 
whole  improvement  are  carried  out,  constitute  a  handsome 
thoroughfare  along  the  river  between  the  southern  part  of  the 
city    and    Fairmount    Park.      The    lot    contains    approximately 
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100,000  square  feet,  or  considerably  more  than  that  which  the 
School  at  present  occupies  at  Broad  and  Pine  Streets,  and  in 
addition  to  the  very  obvious  advantages  afforded  by  its  situation 
on  the  plaza  and  the  Parkway,  will  also  furnish  an  unobstructed 
outlook  over  the  drive  and  the  gardens  of  the  embankment  that 
will  extend  to  the  Schuylkill  on  the  west.  The  Museum,  now 
housed  in  Memorial  Hall,  will  of  course  be  established  in  the 
great  gallery  on  Fairmount,  so  as  to  be  readily  accessible  to 
the  students  not  only  of  our  own  School,  but  of  the  Academy 
as  well,  and  this  is  only  one  of  the  many  advantages  which  this 
grouping  of  the  three  institutions  under  such  favorable  and 
inspiring  conditions  will  afford. 

The  Municipal  Gallery  which  will  occupy  the  entire  hill  at 
Fairmount  will  be  one  of  the  most  imposing  structures  of  its 
kind  in  the  world,  interesting  alike  for  its  spaciousness  and  its 
commanding  situation,  and  for  the  beauty  of  its  architecture  and 
of  such  attendant  accessories  as  a  monumental  approach  and 
attractive  gardens.  Altogether  and  considered  as  a  whole,  the 
creation  of  such  an  art  centre  as  this  scheme  involves  will  mean 
not  only  a  glorious  future  for  the  School  of  Industrial  Art,  but 
the  realization  of  a  magnificent  project,  unrivaled  anywhere  in 
the  country,  and  certainly  destined  to  reflect  the  highest  credit 
on  all  who  are  devoting  their  energies  to  its  promotion,  and  to 
serve  with  wonderful  efficiency  the  higher  life  of  the  Philadelphia 
of  the  future. 

In  common  with  all  similar  institutions,  the  School  has  been 
profoundly  influenced  by  the  world  war  now  in  progress.  The 
actual  call  to  arms  of  our  people  came  so  late  in  the  year  that 
the  work  of  the  class-rooms  was  not  seriously  interfered  with, 
but  the  economic  readjustment  which  is  taking  place  in  the 
industries  has  created  a  condition  that  has  offered  opportunities 
for  employment  so  tempting  as  to  take  away  several  of  our 
instructors,  and  a  very  large  number  of  our  students  were 
enrolled  during  the  last  few  weeks  as  volunteers  for  such  forms 
of  public  service  as  they  might  be  capable  of.  Mr.  Andrade  and 
Mr.  Dunn  in  the  Art  School,  and  Mr.  Mekszras  in  the  Textile 
School,  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  year.     Mr.  Elmer  S.  Lukens 
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has  been  appointed  to  succeed  Air.  Dunn.  The  other  vacancies 
have  not  yet  been  filled. 

The  Commencement  Exercises  were  held  at  the  Broad  Street 
Theatre  on  the  evening  of  Thursday,  May  24th,  and  were  fol- 
lowed by  the  usual  private  view  of  the  exhibition  of  students' 
work  in  the  School  building.  The  Commencement  address  was 
delivered  by  Edwin  Erie  Sparks,  Ph.D.,  President  of  Pennsyl- 
vania State  College,  his  subject  being  "The  Cultural  Element 
in  Technical  Education."

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSOCIATE  COMMITTEE 
OF  WOMEN 

Presented  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  June  ii,  1917 

The  Associate  Committee  of  Women  have  held  their  meet- 
ings regularly  from  October  until  May  inclusive,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  twenty. 

The  Students'  League  House  closed  its  eighth  year  of 
usefulness  on  May  26th  and  expects  to  reopen  in  September. 
The  students  always  appreciate  their  home  and  good  food,  and 
passed  the  winter  in  excellent  health. 

The  chief  event  of  the  season  in  connection  with  the  work 
in  Wrought  Iron  was  a  special  exhibition  made  at  the  request 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Art  Institute,  at  Minneapolis.  Minn., 
where  the  best  samples  made  in  the  school  classes  were  shown. 
Several  orders  were  obtained  for  work  through  this  opportunity 
which  will  be  executed  during  the  summer,  and  had  it  been 
possible  to  allow  the  exhibition  to  remain  longer  there  is  no 
doubt  other  orders  would  have  been  given.  It  is  naturally  difficult 
to  produce  much  in  the  way  of  large  subjects,  as  the  time  of 
the  class  is  but  six  hours  a  week  and  the  session  for  six  months. 
The  style  of  the  work  has  been  mainly  Gothic.  We  are  making 
necessary  changes  in  the  Wood  Work  and  Carving  Classes  with 
the  idea  of  making  the  distinction  between  the  two  types  of 
student  workers  more  evident,  one  of  which  aims  to  produce 
cabinet  work,  the  other,  carving.  This  is  directly  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  Scott. 

Our  Pottery  Department  is  improving  each  year  in  the 
excellent  work  it  accomplishes. 

We  presented  to  the  Museum  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
Entertainment  given  in  December  1916,  a  suit  of  armor,  of  about 
1580.  Its  purchase  was  recommended  by  Mr.  Cornelius  Steven- 
son, whose  judgment  in  the  matter  was  corroborated  by  Dr. 
Bashford  Dean  of  Columbia  University  and  the  Metropolitan 
Museum.  The  late  Mrs.  E'llwood  Davis,  having  left  her  collection 
of  old  laces  to  the  Museum  through  Mrs.  John  Harrison,  the 
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latter  has  very  kindly  brought  it  out  to  the  Museum  and  installed 
it  in  the  Textile  room,  in  cases  provided  for  the  purpose  in  the 
Lace  Department.  Mrs.  John  Harrison,  Mrs.  Hampton  L. 
Carson  and  Mrs.  William  D.  Frishmuth,  with  their  usual  gener- 
osity, have  added  to  their  collections  as  well  as  Miss  Frances  A. 
Roberts,  Miss  Mary  E.  Sinnott  and  others.  Mrs.  Stevenson's 
weekly  class  of  students  in.  the  Normal  Course  has  sent  eleven 
students  to  the  Museum.  Most  of  these  are  women.  During 
the  year  the  Museum  has  held  two  special  loan  exhibitions,  one 
of  old  furniture  and  one  of  old  silver.  Both  have  been  well 
attended  and  have  excited  considerable  interest,  many  of  our 
best  old  families  contributing  valuable  examples.  It  is  strongly 
recommended  that  these  exhibitions  be  continued,  and  that  at 
least  two  be  held  each  year,  as  they  not  only  arouse  the  interest 
of  the  community  in  the  institution,  but  are  most  educational  to 
the  people.  The  catalogue  in  itself  is  a  liberal  education  in 
the  resources  of  this  city  in  old  English  and  American  silver 
work.  The  Associate  Committee  of  Women  acted  as  hostesses 
at  both  of  these  loan  exhibitions. 

Our  Textile  Department  has  been  as  usual  crowded  with 
students  and  our  difficulties  in  obtaining  dyestuffs  owing  to  the 
war  conditions,  have  been  excellently  managed  by  Mr.  France 
and  the  staff  with  the  co-operation  of  our  Committee. 

The  Scholarship  Committee  reported  unusually  satisfactory 
work  during  the  year  just  closed  and  recommended  hereafter  a 
higher  standard  of  general  education  on  the  part  of  its  applicants. 

This  season  the  prize  competitions  offered  by  various  corpo- 
rations, firms  and  individuals,  have  far  exceeded  in  number  and 
in  importance  those  of  any  previous  year. 

Prizes  amounting  to  $245  have  been  given  by  the  Committee. 

We  are  continuing  to  improve  the  Library  in  many  ways. 
The  attendance  is  most  gratifying. 

Miss  Ewing  presented  to  the  School  a  United  States  regula- 
tion bunting  flag  in  the  jiame  of  the  Associate  Committee  of 
Women. 

The  Entertainment  given  this  year  entitled  "The  Flower 
Princess"  or  "A  Throne  for  a  Song,"  was  °iven  as  usual  at  the 
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Bellevne-Stratford,  on  Wednesday,  December  6th.  There  were 
two  performances,  one  at  3  p.  m.,  and  the  other  at  9  p.  m.  Each 
year  the  entertainments  become  more  beautiful  under  the  man- 
agement of  Airs.  C.  Leland  Harrison.  With  the  proceeds  we 
gave  81,000  to  the  Museum,  $300  each  to  the  Art  and  Textile 
Departments  of  the  School,  $500  to  the  League  House  and  the 
remainder  was  deposited  in  the  General  Fund. 

We  have  established  a  Fellowship  which  will  amount  to 
$250  to  S300  to  be  given  to  a  deserving  student.  This  is  the  first 
Fellowship  the  School  has  had  but  we  trust  it  will  soon  be 
followed  by  others  interested  in  our  work,  as  this  is  an  essential 
aid  to  students  who  are  obliged  to  support  themselves  while 
pursuing  a  course  in  the  School. 

We  accepted  with  regret  the  resignations  from  our  Com- 
mittee of  Mrs.  Harold  W.  How  and  Airs.  George  Gordon  Meade 
Large. 

We  feel  deeply  the  great  loss  to  the  Museum  and  School  in 
the  death  of  Dr.  Edwin  AtLee  Barber,  and  we  desire  to  express 
our  thanks  and  deep  appreciation  for  the  way  in  which  the  work 
has  been  continued  by  the  Acting  Curator,  Airs.  Cornelius 
Stevenson,  who  carried  through  with  marked  ability  the  recent 
Silver  Loan  Exhibition. 

We  record  with  regret  the  death  of  Aliss  Fannie  S.  Alagee 
on  August  11,  1916.  Aliss  Alagee  became  a  member  of  this 
Committee  in  1884  and  was  made  an  Honorary  Alember  in 
May  1915.
